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remarks attributed to Vice President Cheney on the extent and nature 
of U S efforts in the war on terror in Pakistan. Some dailies have 
also printed a clarification by an anonymous U.S. official (paras 
1-2) The leading, mass circulation Urdu daily "Jang" reports that 
Ms. Christina Rocca will be visiting Pakistan next Saturday (para 
3) . 

Several English language dailies have prominently printed a 
PAS-USAID press release highlighting U.S. assistance in eradicating 
poverty from the country (para 5) . The Centrist national English 
daily "The News" claims that a top Afghan diplomat in Washington 
has claimed that "the first grand Jirga is to be held before 
Karzai's visit to Pakistan." (para 9) . 

Several editorial writers of the English language dailies have 
expressed serious objections to the new U.S. law against terrorism 
and have termed it as "a law legalizing secret CIA prisons and a 
symbol of the Bush Administration's high-handedness." (paras 11-13 
) However, the withdrawal of some NATO troops from Afghan province 
of Helmand received mixed reaction in the Urdu dailies - some have 
called it a "positive step towards long-lasting peace" and others as 
a "depiction of demoralized foreign troops." (paras 17-20). End 
Summary.
